mid. is Vi billion dollars, with an an- 
nual loss of 12,000 lives. Hope is. five 
lives behind the average death rate, 
he said; and a third of all lives lost in 
fires are the lives of small children.

ed out that the European loss ratio is i 
only 1.1 per cent of that of the United j 
States. In Europe, he said, the hull- I 
vidunl property owner is held liable ! 
for damage to neighbors arising out o f ) 
a fire.

"WASHINGTON1— (ffi^FA 
tration "wealth tax" bill -Was passed 
by the senate Thursday, 57 to 22, and 
stirred prospects of adjournment be- 
fore next week is out 


Only two days of debate preceded 


the vote to take an estimated $250,- 
000,000 from $1,000,000 incomes, large 
ccrporations, estates and gifts. Sen- 
ator La Follettc's two efforts to boost 
taxes on small incomes was crushed 
by three to one majorities.

ON A NIGHT FLIGHT 


Bodies Recovered From 
Wrecked Ship by U. S. 
Signal Corps Sergeant 


SEATTLE, Wash.—(JP)—Wiley Post, 


noted flier, and Will Rogers, actor arid 
comedian, were killed Friday when 
their plane crashed while flying from 
Fairbanks to Point 
Barrow, Alaska, 


the U. S. Signal Corps announced. 


The Signal Corps said the plane fell 


15 miles south of Point Barrow, the 
northermost 
white 
settlement 
in 


America. 


Sergeant Stanley R. Morgan, Signal 


Corps operator at Point Barrow, ad- 
vised Seattle headquarters that he 
recovered the two bodies 
from the 


wreckage and had taken them to Point 
Barrow. 


The bodies were turned over to Dr. 


Henry Griest of the Presbyterian hos- 
pital there. 


No details of the cause of the acci- 


dent were received here. The plane, 
equipped with pontoons for alighting 
on water, left Fairbanks, in interior 
Alaska, Thursday night for the 500- 
mile flight to Barrow. 


Tundra Land, south of Barrow, is 


generally 
devoid 
of 
water large 


enough for a plane of this type to 
make a safe landing, and it was as- 
sumed the plane came down on frozen 
ground. 


Arctic Summer 


The accident occurred at the height 


of the brief Arctic summer when it is 
daylight almost around thV clock.

on its annual visit to the settlement. 


Post and Rogers had been entertain;., 


ed in Fairbanks for several .days while 
their plane was being serviced. They 
flew in a regular transport plane to 
Anchorage on Wednesday and visited 
the Matanuska colony near there. 


The pair left Fairbanks Thursday 


night but set their plane down on 
Harding lake, 50 miles away, to await 
lifting of dense fog in the Barrow re- 
gion. 


Rogers' Suggestion 


Rogers said he wanted to go to Bar- 


row to visit Charles Brower, known 
throughout Alaska as the "king of the 
Arctic' 'because of his 51 years of; 
residence. Brower operates a trading 
post and whaling station at the settle- 
ment, which is 11 miles from where 
Point Barrow juts out into the Arctic 
ocean. 


This was Post's second .crash in 


Alaska. On his first round-the-world 
flight, Post's red monoplane "Winnie 
Mae" made a forced landing and was 
damaged near Flat, on the Yukon riv- 
er in Central Alaska. 


Post was unhurt and succeeded iu 


repairing his plane and 
continuing 


his flight, after a delay of less than a 
day.

Russian adventure with Post had their 
geography twisted. 


Rogers probably flew 
more miles 


thsn any person in the United States 
not actually connected with and air 
line. He made alj his business trips 
by air. He had complete confidence 
in Post and referred to him several 
times as one of the best pilots in the 
business.

Rogers' History 


Will Rogers, .American 
humorist, 


actor and writer, killed in Alaska 
Friday, was born'at Oolagh, Indian 
Territory (now Oklahoma) in 1879. 


He was educated at the Kemper Mil- 


itary school at Booneville, Mo. After 
a varied life as a cow-puncher and 
rcdeo star, he went on the stage, mak- 
ing his first apeparance at the Union 
Square Theater in New York in 190. 
1). 


In 1907 he joined the Ziegfeld Follies 
for a long and successful career. 


Among his best-known hooks were: 


"Illiterate Digest" (1924); "Letters of 
a Self-Made Diplomat to His Presi- 
dent" (1927); and 
Will Rogers' Po- 


litical Follies" (1929). 


Rogers was widely known also as 


u philanthropist, among one of his 
best kncwn works being his tour of 
the drouth states of America in 1930, 
donating the proceeds of his lecture 
tour to the poor. 


U is said that Rogers got on the 1 


.stage criginally for his work with the 
lariat, and did not utter a word. Back- 
stage, however, his humorous quips 
were famous, and he was finally in- 
duced to combine "patter" (mono- 
logue) with his roping act before the 
audience—and was an instant success.
